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After ruling against a previous dumping investigation requested by the Mexican Council of
Swine Breeders (CMP) on a range of pork products (see MX4077), the Mexican government
has officially announced initiation of a subsequent investigation on dumping charges filed
against importers and exporters of U.S. pork legs.
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Introduction: This report summarizes a published in Mexico’s “Diario Oficial’ (Federal
Register) on May 31, 2004.

Disclaimer: This summary is based on a cursory review of the subject announcement and
therefore should not, under any circumstances, be viewed as a definitive reading of the
resolution in question, or of its implications for U.S. agricultural export trade interests. In
the event of a discrepancy or discrepancies between this summary and the complete
resolution or announcement as published in Spanish, the latter shall prevail.

FAS/Mexico’s Executive Summary: The Secretariat of Economy (SE) announced on May
31, 2004, in Mexico’s “Diario Oficial” (“Federal Register”), the initiation of an official
antidumping investigation against U.S. Pork Legs. The investigation is self initiated by SE
after obtaining sufficient market information to alledge damage to the domestic pork industry
and therefore, merits an additional dumping investigation. While permitted to do so under
Mexican law SE did not include the immediate imposition of countervailing duties in its
announcement. At issue is U.S. production and market prices for pork legs. Exporters,
importers and other interested parties have twenty-eight (28) working days from the
publication date of this official announcement, to respond to questionnaires from SE.

(FAS/Mexico Note: Historically, the timetable for the investigation, determination and final
ruling on dumping cases in Mexico is relatively short and strictly enforced. Respondents will
have 28 working days from the date of publication to respond to questionnaires issued by
SE. Failure to provide and return the information required to SE would be looked upon as a
de facto guilty plea and could result in the establishment of large dumping margins.

Summary of the Resolution’s Important Provisions

Imports of pork legs from the United States of America, have allegedly come into the
Mexican market at prices significantly below the estimated cost of production.

SE has obtained sufficient market information to determine that exporters and importers of
U.S. pork legs practiced price discrimination and may have caused damage to the domestic
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pork industry, from January 1, to December 31, 2003. SE identified several Mexican
importers and several U.S. exporters as responsible parties as follows:

Imports of these products were
valued at $5.5 million in 1995 according to Mexican import data and have increased to
$165.4 million in 2003. In addition to imports from the United States, Mexican pork
producers are also concerned about competition from poultry products used to manufacture
hams.
